The trough 
has a brass plug and rubber tubing to assure 
proper drainage. An abrasive stick is furnished 
free for truing and dressing the wheel’s face.

The Lombard wheel 
revolves horizontally in a special standard with 
a substantial guard. The standard runs on a 
ball bearing which takes care of the wheel’s 
side thrust. With the grinder comes a patent 
toolholder or jig which holds accurately all 
straight bevel-edged tools. The grinding is 
done by sliding the jig up and down the vertical 
shaft, the jig holding the tools in the proper 
position. Perfect concave bevels can be quickly 
and accurately ground. Also this Grinder can 
be used for many kinds of off-hand grinding 
without the toolholder. Small drills, particularly, 
can be accurately and efficiently ground.

FOR CHISEL OR BEVEL EDGE TOOLS 

A combination oilstone, coarse on one side for 
fast grinding and very fine on the other side for 
finishing or honing, set in an aluminum base. 
Attached to the base is a bronze table with a 
steel top which is adjustable up. or down by 
means of a threaded support. A bronze tool- 
holder is supplied, with a steel post which rides 
on the table as the tool is pushed back and forth 
in grinding. A steel ball on the end of the post 
minimizes friction and wear. The tool is placed 
in the holder — extended or withdrawn until the 
bevel is approximately flat on the stone. The 
final adjustment is made by raising or lowering 
the table. From then on, an easy push-pull 
motion completes the beveling in a short time. 
For very dull tools, use the coarse side of the 
stone first and finish with the fine-grit side.

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INSTRUCTIONS FOR 
CARE OF STONES 

All Lombard grindstones are natural 
stones carefully selected for their 
finer, cleaner grit and, properly used, 
will never harm a tool. But the care a 
stone receives is of equal importance. 
Never should stones be allowed to 
stand in water when they are not in 
use. If left in water any length of 
time, the submerged part has a 
tendency to soften and wear away 
easier. This throws the stone out of 
true and prevents efficient grinding. It 
takes but a few seconds to empty the 
trough and this extra time is repaid 
with years and years of satisfactory 
service. Another important part of 
caring for a stone is to see that it is 
always dressed true. Also it should be 
kept clean—free from oil, grease and 
dirt to protect your tools in grinding 
and to prolong the life of the stone. 



ANY DESIRED GRIT—ANY SIZE 

Lombard is the largest importer of natural 
grindstones in the United States. We can fur¬ 
nish loose stones in any desired grit, size and 
thickness—and will ship in any quantity, from 
a single stone or a carload. Our stones are 
furnished with a straight face unless a bevel 
face is specified. All regular sizes are carried 
in stock and can be shipped immediately. Extra 
time is required for special sizes. All stones are 
shipped uncrated, with the exception of glass 
stones, unless otherwise requested. If so 
ordered, we add the actual cost of crating. 

Our regular stock of grindstones range from 
10 inches in diameter to 70 inches and larger 
and our machining facilities enable us to cut 
any special shapes and sizes.

For more than fifty years, Lombard has supplied 
the copper trade throughout the country with a 
special quality grit for the grinding and polishing 
of copper rolls. Among the many advantages of 
Lombard Commutator Stones is the simplicity 
of application — the stones are merely held in 
the hand between brush holders. No tool holder 
or rest is required and one stone of proper size 
can be applied to several styles and sizes of 
electrical machines. The stones are made up 
in a large range of sizes and can be cut to any 
shape and size required. For commutators in 
specially bad condition and badly ridged, we 
make stones up in medium-coarse and coarse 
grades but for all ordinary use we recommend 
the regular fine grade. If the coarse grade is 
used the grinding should be finished on a fine 
grade stone.
